Wliat Buddhism Aimed to Do. 


The Greeks were capable of much poetical 


pessimism. They saw the vanity of things 
as plainly as Gotama did, but they also saw 
the pleasure of proclaiming this vanity in 
sonorous hexameters or musical elegiacs, 
To give everything up because you cannot 
enjoy everything forever would not have 
entered into their very sound brains and 
healthy nervous systems. Buddha knew 
this, knew that mankind.was light minded, 
a child pursuing a bird. But in the slack 
and demoralizing climate of India he found 
countless disciples. Most of them, perhaps, 
cling to the Brahamic survivals in Bud- 
dhism, the gods, the fairy tales, more close- 
ly than to the doctrine of renunciation. 


It is a hospitable religion and has many 


mansions. But it did aim at doing away 
with the sacrfdness of caste, at proving all 
men to be equally human, equally capable, 
as far as social distinctions go, of moral 
excellence. In this view, where Buddhism 
most directly reacts against Brahrninism, 
it has not been a success. The caste sys- 
tem in all its Indian minuteness has sur- 
vived the Buddhist doctrine. "Buddha for 
the soul and the gods for the world," on 
old Cingalese saying, still exists in that 
popular superstition.

Food pusses from this canal to the stomach, 
and from the latter organ into the intes- 
tines ji st as readily us though the little 
bivalve were as large as an elephant or a 
rhmoctros. 


Remove the shell (this operation Is rather 


rough on the oyster, but can be done in a 
compai atively painless manner by an ex- 
pert) and you will see the crescent, which 
lies Jro t over the so called heart. This half 
moon ^oce is the oyster's pericardium. 
With!) i ia the true heart, the pulsations pt 
which can be readily seen without the aid 
of a g ass. The heart is very humanlike, 
made i if two parts, one of which receives 
the blood from the gills through a network 
of real blood vessels; the other portion con- 
tracts and drives the blood out through the 
body The other organs of an oyster's anat- 
omy a.e all in tho proper places and per- 
formii g their (several functions.—St. Louis

In point of fact, the play was written be- 
fore the novel. In the first hours of his 
grief for the dead girl, Dumas withdrew to 
the country, a habit that he still retains 
whenever the fever of composition seizes 
upon him. Very desolate and solitary was 
the lonely villa where the young man came 
to shut himself up with his sorrow and his 
inspiration. Ho hod so little dreamed of 
devoting his hours to authorship that he 
had even neglected to provide himself with 
a supply of paper. 
"letters, on the flyleaves of the boots he 
had brought with him, on wrapping paper, 
on blotting paper, on anything of the kind, 
in short, that come to his hand. He never 
stirred 
fi-om his desk, except to take 


necessary food and repose, and then only 
when exhausted by work and fasting. 
In 


a week the drama was finished, and 
Alexandre Dumas returned to the haunts 
of men, haggard and half dead, and with 
fame and fortune wrapped up in the roll of 
manuscript that he brought with him. 
Only twenty four, and yet the author of 
the most successful dramatic work of the 
day I—Lucy Hooper in Ladies' Home Jour- 
nal.

When we Bee our house plants looking 


stunted, putting forth few leaves and no 
flowers, we stir the soil in the pots and 
enrich the earth.

The first floor of the house where Mr. 


Lincon was carried was composed of three 
rooms, opening on the same corridor. It 
was in the third, a small room, that the 
dying man lay.

His face, lighted by a gas jet, under which 


the bed had been moved, was pale and livid. 
His body had already the rigidity of death. 
At intervals only the Btill audible sound of 
his breathing could be faintly heard, and at 
intervals again it would be lost entirely. 


The surgeons did not entertain hope that 


he might recover a moment's conscious- 
ness. Judge William T. Otto, a thirty 
years' Mend of Mr. Lincoln, was standing 
at the bedside holding his hand; around 
the bed stood also the attorney general, 
Mr. Speed, and the Rev. Mr. Gurney, pas- 
tor of the church Mr. Lincoln usually at- 
tended. 


Leaning against the wall stood Mr. Stan- 


ton, who gazed now and then at the dying 
man's face, and who seemed overwhelmed 
with emotion. From time to time he wrote 
telegrams or gave the orders which, in the 
midst of the crisis, assured the preservatioi 
of peace. Tlie remaining members of the 
cabinet aud several senators and generals 
were pacing up and down the corridor. 
Thus tlie night passed on. At last, toward 
7 o'clock in the morning, the surgeon an- 
nounced that death was at hand, and at 
7:20 the pulse ceased beating. 


Every one present seemed to emerge from 


the stupor in which the hours of night had 
been spent. Mr. Stanton approached the 
bed, closed Mr. Lincoln's eyes, and, draw- 
Ing the sheet over the dead man's head, ut- 
tered these words in a very low voice, "He 
is a man for the ages."—Scribner's.

A Meolinnicnl Miithematlclam 


An attempt has been made in a neW me- 


chanical Calculator to provide n means oi 
saving time for contractors, engineers, ma- 
chinists, surveyors and accountants—in 
fact, for all who have occasion to solve nu- 
merical problems. 


This device is n kind of slide rnlf which 


has, however, all its figures in :( hingle 
plane. It consists of a wooden bu.se about 
nine inches square and a quarter of im inch 
thick, bound with nickol plated metal. 


Within a circle eight ir.Uics in diamctei 


arc a series of circular scales on the face of 
two metal plates, the inner plate revolving 
on a central bub. Tho inner circle is pro- 
vided with two nickel plated knobs, by 
which it is revolved, while on the nndei 
eide of the board is a metal point by which 
the revolving of the outer plate or the 
table or disk Is facilitated. 


Pivoted at the center is a lens which 


magnifies the finer lines. Tlie base of the 
frame of the lens forms « notched edge to 
bring the required figures into line. A re- 
movable thumbscrew regulates the set ol 
the frame. 


The Inner set of scales, called the slide, is 


on a white ground, and the outer set, called 
a rule, is ou a green ground. Problems are 
set and their solution effected by bringing 
a mark of value that is on the scale of 
one part to a line with a mark of value on 
the scale of the other part, the revolution 
of the slide within the rule rendering this 
possible. 


The inventor claims that the device 


shows at a glance the squares, cubes and 
the reciprocals of any numbers, obtains 
proportions, directly und inversely, also 
roots and powers, and when used in con- 
nection with tables of natural sines, tan- 
gents, etc., effects the solution of trigono- 
metrical equations.—Pitteburg Dispatch.

Tlio Bean and Pea Weevil. 


It has been found by Dr. Riley that the 


larvio of the bean and the pea weevil when 
hatched have thoracic feet and other struc- 
tures which admirably serve their needs of 
locomotion until they enter the bean or pea, 
when with a cast of the skin they are dis- 
carded, and the grubs assume the ordinary 
footless shape of larval weevils. It has long 
been known that the egg of the pea weevil 
is laid on the outside of the pod, being fas- 
tened thereto. While ordinarily entering 
the pea directly from the amber colored 
egg, it sometimes enters the pod in the 
neighborhood of the egg, and then mines 
along the inside of the pod for Rome dis- 
tance, being quite active and moving rap- 
idly and with ease. 


As in the case of the bean weevil, the 


young pea weevil, Dr. Riley finds, molts 
and loses its legs and otber post embryonic 
characters as soon as it has penetrated the 
case of adaptation to new needs induced by 
a new environment. Having no use for 
legs, which have been retained until ju.=t 
after hatching, they are cast off. 
And this 


confirms our view that the great group of 
weevils are not the earliest and lowest of 
beetles, as Dr. Le Conte supposed, but in 
reality are late, highly modified forms, 
which have become recently degraded by 
the loss of parts well developed in ordinary 
beetles.—New York Independent.

Special Contracts and Salvage. 


A special contract between the two parties 


at the time assistance is rendered may pre- 
vent any further claim for salvage. The 
admiralty courts, however, enforce such 
bargains only in so far as they may seem 
equitable and conformable to the merits of 
the case. 


An instance of special contracts is found 


hi the case of the steamship Wellington, 
bound from Victoria, B. C., to San Fran- 
cisco. She broke her propeller shaft near 
the mouth of the Columbia river. She was 
in communication with a small steamboat, 
which offered to tow her to an anchorage 
where she could procure a tug, when an- 
other steamboat bound for San Francisco 
hove in sight. 


The Wellington signaled to her and asked 


to betowed t»San Francisco. The Welling- 
ton's master agreed to pay the $15.000 de- 
manded for the service, and she was ac- 
cordingly towed to San Francisco. 


The owners of the Wellington endeavored 


to have the agreement to pay 415,000 for the 
towing set aside as exorbitant. The court 
held, however, that as there was no com- 
pulsion in the matter the contract should 
be enforced.—New York Evening Sun.
